Announcement was. made. yesterday by 
the firm of C. B, Richard & Co.; steam- 
ship agents, of 29 Broadway, former 
passenger agents -for’ the Haniburg- 
American Line, that they had been 
designated by the United States Ship- 
ping Board in Washington to open 
@ general cargo service between New 
York. and Bremen. This wih be supple- 
mented later by. a passenger service 
after the freight service has been de- 
veloped, the firm stated. 

The first steamship allocated for this 


Shipping Board is the Lake Savus, a 
4,000-ton freighter, whieh will be loaded 
in this-port and leave for Bremen to- 
ward the end of April, and will ‘be fol- 
lowed by the new 9,000-ton steamship 
Fishkill. Leonard W. Simmons, one of 
the firm's partners, said that the steam- 
ships would use the North German 
Lloyd Company’s piers and warehouses 
in Bremen, which are practically new, 
as they were just completed when war 
started in August, 1914. 

The North German Lloyd have the 
equipment and the organization for load- 
ing and unloading steamships in Bre- 
men,’’ Mr. Simmons continued, ‘‘ so we 
considered that the best thing to do was 
to use them. Our firm will have its 
own representative there, Luther Boas, 
and also the service of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd staff. I hear the’docks and 
warehouses tn Bremen are practically 
empty, and that the Lake Savus. will 
be the first foreigh vessel to unload and 
load there since the war.”’ 

“When do you expect to start a pas- 
senger line from New York to Bre- 
men?” he was asked.

‘The Appellate Term of the Supreme 
Court. yesterday. reversed an order of 
the Seventh Municipal Court in favor

ss We think the rule is clearly this in 
construing the effect of leases contain- ‘ 
ing an undesirability clause similar to 
the clause contained in the lease herein: 
The landlord in making out his prima 
facie case must allege and prove that 
he deemed the tenant undesirable. -The 
tenant is entitled to introduce competent 
roof tending to show that in so alleg- 
ng, and in bringing the proceeding, the 
landlord has not acted in good faith, 
and upon the introduction of such proof 
an issue of fact is presented to the 
jury,’ which, if decid in favor of the 
tenant in determining this issue, proof 
as to whether the landlord had reasona- 
able ground for — the tenant un- 
desirable is relevant and material.

CLEARING UP. 
‘The Republican situation, which has 
been somewhat beclouded by the con- 
flicting claims of the different candi- 
dates, is. clearing up. It is becom- 
ing manifest that neither Governor 
LOWDEN ‘nor Senator Harpine,' who 
are the candidates of the Old Guard, 
can go into the convention with either 
@ majority or enough, of a vote to 
promise one ‘on an early ballot. The 
Washington dispatch which we printed 
yesterday; quoting an old-time Re- 
Publican leader as asserting that the 
Old Guard would not have much to 
Say about the nomination, is strictly 
in accordance with the figures which 
keep on coming in day after day from 
different primaries. ; 
As the political 'situation shapes it- 
self today General Woop and Senator 
JOHNSON will enter the convention 
with nearly enough votes, to control 
it. Of course, no decision can be 
reached on the first ballot; there are 
too many candidates for that. The 
usual complimentary votes will be 
given the Favorite Sons, and then 
things will get ready for the break. 
If the Wood and Johnson managérs 
follow the ordinary’ course, they will 
delay this as long as,possible. There 
is a certain dramatic effect to be 
achieved by the sudden throwing of 
Favorite Son States to some other 
candidate which is not likely to be 
overlooked. ‘ 
JOHNSON. ahd Woov, of course, are 
not working together. The increasing 
acerbity .of JOHNSON’S attacks on 
Woop show that he regards him as a 
rival, not as a colleague. The two 
men are dividing the Roosevelt rai- 
ment between them. If Rooseve.ttr 
had lived he would no doubt ( have 
beén.a Republican’ candidate. As it 
is, the rough-riders find two meén who 
represent the old Rgosevelt following, 
Woop the Roosevelt) of the White 
House and JOHNSON the Roosevelt of 
1912. It seems fairly safe to prophesy 
that the Roosevelt: men, whether of 
one type or the other, will control the 
convention and that the Old Guard 
will not. Everything the Old Guard 
has set its hand to has turned out 
to be a fizzle, as, for example, the at- 
tempt to set up Governor CooLiIpase as 
a candidate in Massachusetts; and the 
same might be said today for Governor:

The Federal 
Courts have usurped authority to de- 
claré acts of Congress uncopstitu- 
tional: That usurpation must not con- 
tinue. This so-called ‘' bill of rights” 
is, -in fact, the political platform of 
organized labor, of the Federation of 
Labor. That. platform organized labor 
is now seeking to carry out. Its en- 
trance into the campaign is part of the 


national conference asked of the Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

If 4,000,000 voters, members of the 
Federation, are invited to act with 
solidarity in behalf of a distinct labor 
platform and distinct labor candidates, 
they are invited to act as a. separate 
political party, a labor party, whose 
notion of ‘‘ justice, freedom . and 
democracy ’’ is not that of the Re- 
publican Party or of the Democratic 
Party. Mr. Gompers_is an ‘accom- 
plished and a successful coaxer and 
compeller of politicians. He has shown 
great administrative energy. He is a 
clever reasoner, a little too clever, per- 
haps, at times. It is impossible to 
withhold admiration from the in- 
genuity which discovers non-partisan 
partisanship, non-political: politics;

Football has suffered from alterations 
in the specifications as numerous and 
unnecessary as those which were 
charged up against our aircraft de- 
signers; baseball has had better luck, 
but if it survives the new rules of 
this season it is indeed a sturdy insti- 
tution. 

We have it on the authority of a 
poet that the umpire.is a most un- 
happy man} but long before this sea- 
son is over he will look ‘back to past 
years as the golden age. Some of the 
changes are well meant, but the bur- 
den of them all falls on the umpire. 
If a pitched ball hits the bat while 
the batter is trying to get out éf the 
way, the ball is dead. Fair enough, 
but who decides in a doubtful case 
whether the batter is trying to dodge 
or not? The umpire. - The -catcher

Tornadoes day’s tornadoes in. the 
Many Middle West as are now 
coming from the towns 
and Fierce. ot suffered from these 
terrible visitations consist, naturally 
enough, of the personal experiences. of 
the survivors, and contain practically 
no information of the sort sought by 
the scientific meteorologists. We hear 
only that this and that town or village 
was suddenly swept by a wind of great 
but unknown velocity, accompanied. by 
heavy .rain or hail; that such and such 
buildings were overthrown or carried 
away, but with no details as to their 
construction; even the direction of. the 
wind is rarely mentioned. 
It will take further investigation, made 
for reasons and with objects quite dif- 
ferent ‘from those that prompted the 
giving of the first accounts, with their 
hurried estimates of deaths and losses, 
to make clear the extent and course of 
the several tornadoes and to assist in 
the taking of precautionary measures 
against repetitions of these disasters. 
But the general nature of these torna- 
does is already known to the students 
of storms, and even the first news. com- 
ing from isolated'and scattered. points 
makes fairly clear in what respects this 
disturbance differed from others of its 
kind, The first fact observable is that 
the tornadoes were unusually numer- 
ous, the sécond that some of them were 
of unusual violence. The . indications 
are that not one, but at least two, great 
cyclonic movements were concerned—in 
other words, that not ‘all of the torna- 
does were related or due to a single 
barometric depression. 
That some of the tornadoes were. of 
more than ordinary power is shown by 
the amount of harm done in towns such 
as Bigin, where most of the buildings 
are of. the solidity and strength com- 
monly expected to stand against any 
wind. Even in such towns, however, 
there are always many frail buildings, 
and it may have been these alone, or 
largely, that were destroyed. It is no- 
ticeable that the dispatches as yet have

That motion ‘is not in the di- 
rection of the wind at a given point, a 
fact that BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, of all 
men, was the first to recognize, and his 
conclusion, based on accurate observa- 
tion and sound deduction, was the be- 
ginning of weather —“ of a 
truly scientific sort.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There came into my office three: days ago 
a Mrs, S-——. She brought a letter from a 
nurse in the hospital where her husband had 
died of pneumonia after four days of illness. 
He had been a good, steady working chap. 
By careful management his wife had man- 
aged to keep going, on his wage of $110 a 
month, the household of six—father, mother, 
and four children, the eldest a girl of 14, the 
youngest & ‘boy of 6. And now the father 
was gone, and the’ mother, tear-stained and 
trembling, had come to ask the A. I. 0. P. 
if we would help her with these four chil- 
dren. Her words were, “I will do all I can 
myself, but I can’t do it alone.” It was the 
business of the A. I. C. P. to remove the 
crushing anxiety from the heart of that 
woman, to tell her that the A. I. C. P. would 
join partnership with her in caring for those 
four children, to send her back to them with 
the message ‘that the home would go on as 
nearly 96 possible, as when the father was 
there. This it did, | 

Two months ago Joseph ——, the one wage 
earner in a family of five, came to me with 
a note from a tuberculosis clinic. For years 
he had worked steadily, ‘taking good care of 
his wife.and children. Last December a bad 
cough develaped. ~ It kept getting worse. 
Finally he went to a clinic. The doctor ex- 
amined him and told him this: “‘ You have 
tuberculosis in the first stage. What you 
must do, if you want to get well, is to quit 
work for about six months, go away to a 
sanitarium where you can rest and have 
plenty of good food.” He looked at the doo- 
tor rather blankly and said, “‘ How am'I go- 
fing to do that with a wife and three chil- 
dren depending on me?’’ The doctor replied 
by telling him to. go to the A. I..C, P.; per- 
haps ow would help him. And we said to 
him, “ You follow the doctor’s ativice. Go 
away and get well, and we will see that 
your wife and children do not want for the 
neceasities of life while you are fighting your

The only. other conditions that it is vitally necessary to impose 
are that a valid enforceable agreement shall be entered into by which 
the prevailing union scale of wages shall not be exceeded, and that an 
honest return be given for a day’s pay, and that the various material 
men’s associations will enforce deliveries as contracted for. 


The various bills at Albany, with one insignificant exception, 
all are repressive,.and unless amended will drive investment capital 
out of the real estate market. The one exception being the bill to ex- 
empt from State income taxes mortgages up to $40,000 when held in the 
hands of one individual. As the average mortgage investor only pays 
about 2% State tax on his income, this is a saving of only $48.00 on 

each $40,000 of mortgage holdings—a negligible item. The builders 
must have some real stimulant, such as the tax exemption suggested 
above. Unless there are modifying clauses in the’ other bills along 
the lines indicated by thé Real Estate Board, the Legislature will 
bring about a housing crisis that will make the present intolerable 
situation seem insignificant by’ comparison.

SAYS SUBMARINES — 
WERE UNPREPARED 


Adrtiral Grant Tells Senators 
General Board Opposed Build- 
ing Larger Submersibles. 








Commander Says None of 24 Ves- 
sels Could Stand “Serious Blow” 
_ tin August, 1917.

WASHINGTON, March 29. Rear Ad- 
miral A. W. Grant, formerly com- 
mander of the American submarine 
force, told the Senate Investigating 
Committee today that the submarines 
and niany second line battleships of the 
navy were not in condition for service 
in April, 1917.” The submarines were too 
small, of too short crufsing radius, 
mounted small guns and contained 
poorly designed engines, he testified, 
while the battleships required complete 
overhauling ‘to fit them for sérvice. 

The department was slow to consent 
to overhauls for the battleships of his 
force, although he had been fnstructed 
that the ships were to be kept in condi- 
tion for battle,
